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Report of Board of Health 


We are glad to report that Sunapee has not been visited dur- 
ing the past year with any serious epidemic or contagious disease 
which has affected the public generally. We have, however, been 
called upon to record twenty-three cases of measles, in mild form, 
and one case of typhoid fever which proved fatal. 

The secretary of the Sunapee Board of Health was employed 
during the past season as State Sanitary Inspector for Lake Sun- 
apee, and, as our town takes its water from the lake, it may be of 
interest to the public to know that there is nothing around the 
shores of the lake or its tributaries which is in any way polluting 
the waters, and should there be, notice to this Board would bring 
effectual results. 


For a continuance of our healthful conditions it is only neces- 
sary that each individual be painstaking as to the sanitary condi- 
tions of his own home. While it is true that bad sanitary condi- 
tious do not create contagious diseases, it is true that they by nature 
make the very kind of breeding places in which a contagious germ 
may locate and the entire community may be inoculated, therefore, 
we not only owe it to ourselves but to the public generally to see 
that no such breeding places for disease are allowed about our 
homes.

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Report of Fire Department 


We hereby submit our annual report of the Fire Departinent 


for the year ending Feb. 15, 1913. We are very glad to say that 
we have no lengthy report to make of the fire losses during the 
year as there have been only two bell alarms, while there was 
several thousand dollars’ worth of property endangered by these 
two fires. Through the good work of the members of the Depart- 
ment, the loss was kept down to the small’ amount of about three 
hundred dollars. There have been several still alarms for chimney 
fires but they have been looked after by some fireman and no dam- 
age has resulted. One chimney was found unsafe and it was taken 
down and replaced by a new one. 


The apparatus and other property of the Department is in 
very good condition. It consists of three fire houses, a Gamewell 
Mire Alarm system, three fire pumps, three bose wagons, two ladder 
trucks with sleds for winter use, one wagon with chemical fire 
extinguishers, shovels and pails for forest and other fires outside of 
the fire district. We are in need of new hose to take the place of 
some old that will not stand the pressure of the water system. 


June 2nd, box 75 was rung for a fire in the Emerson Paper 
Company’s boat house; damage, about S10U.; cause, lighted match 
in gasoline. July 25th, box 75 was rung fora fire in house of 
Perley Graves; cause unknown; dainage, about $200.3 no insurance. 

We wish to again thank the Kiremen for the manner in which 
they have responded to duty in the past year.

School Report 


To rue INHABITAN'TS OF THE SCHVOL District oF SUNAPEE: 


There have necessarily been changes made in teachers during 
the year, and in these changes the Board has endeavored to place 
teachers in the various positions where they would do the most 
efficient work. Miss Alice M. Rowell, having been elected Matron 
at Tilton Seminary, resigned her position at Wendell soon after 
the winter term had begun. With a week’s interruption, the 
school was resumed with Mrs. Sidney Paul as teacher. In the 
Collins’ district, Miss Ruth A. Felch was obliged, on account of 
illness, to give up the school for the balance of the winter term 
and Mrs. Sewell Leone was secured to finish the term. Both 
teachers, thus substituting, have proven very.satisfactory. In the 
Georges Mills district, Miss M. Bertha Dreghorn, having secured 
a more lucrative position, resigned at the close of the fall term, 
and Mrs. May G. Wilson, who came highly recommended, was 
engaged to finish the school year. The new teachers at the Center 
school are Miss Louise Patch as the principal’s assistant, and Miss 
Florence EK. Brewster, a teacher of wide experience, for room cou- 
taining grades six, seven and eight. Both of these teachers are 
graduates of Normal Schools. The other teachers are the same as 
last vear. 

The following pupils, having satisfactorily completed the two 
years’ course of the high school, were graduated last June with 
credit: John F. Carter, Ray E. Cooper, Harry E. Morin, Elsie C. 
bailey, Clara A. Brooks, Esther M. Corliss, Ruth A. Pinney.

A pleasing feature of the spring term at the Center school was 

a prize-speaking contest, held at the church, in which two prizes 

were offered by Miss H. Jane Copp, a former teacher in the school. 

The first prize was awarded to Miss Esther M. Corliss and the 

second to Miss Miriam Kempton. It is desirable that these con- 

tests become an annual feature of the school, as they are both 
helpful to the pupils and interesting to the parents. 


The tollowing improvements have been made: the school 
building in the Wendell district has been painted; at South Suna- 
pee a new stove takes the place of the old one; at the Center school 
the side piazzas have been removed, a much-needed storm porch 
built, and, by vote of the district, a good piece of cement work 
has been placed around the building. Some attention has been 
given to filling the low land north of the Center school building, 
without expense to the town, and in a short time we shall have 
here a good play ground. The Board considered connecting the 
school building at Georges Mills with water from the town system, 
but the expense of doing it and the liability of freezing were such 
that they thought best to leave this matter to a vote of the District.
